An order of the Podiatry Affiliated Credentialing Board to amend Pod 4.03 (2) (intro.) and (b),
relating to biennial registration.

Sections 15.085 (5) (b) and 448.695 (2), Stats.

Explanation of agency authority:
Section 15.085 (5) (b), Stats., provides affiliated credentialing boards “[s]hall promulgate rules
for its own guidance and for the guidance of the trade or profession to which it pertains. . .”

Section 448.695 (2), Stats., provides “[t]he affiliated credentialing board may promulgate rules to
carry out the purposes of this subchapter.”

Plain language analysis:

The Podiatry Affiliated Credentialing Board conducted a comprehensive review of ch. Pod 4 to
ensure the rules are consistent with current registration practices and applicable Wisconsin
statutes. The resulting changes are to clarify a requirement under s. Pod 4.03 (2) (intro.) and
correcta reference ins. Pod 4.03 (2) (b).

TEXT OF RULE




SECTION 1. Pod 4.03 (2) (intro.) and (b) are amended to read:

Pod 4.03 (2) (intro.) Failure to renew a license by November 1 of an even-numbered
year shall cause the license to lapse. A licensee who allows the license to lapse may apply te-the
beard for reinstatement of the license by the board, subject to s. 440.08 (4), Stats., as follows:

(b) If the licensee applies for renewal of the license more than 5 years after its expiration,
the board shall make aninquiry to determine whether the applicant is competent to practice under
the license in this state, and shall impose any reasonable conditions on the renewal of the license,
including oral examination, as the board deems appropriate. All applicants under this paragraph
shall be required to pass the open book examination on statutes and rules, which is the same
examination given to initial applicants. This seetion paragraph does not apply to licensees who
have unmet disciplinary requirements or whose licenses have been surrendered or revoked.

SECTION 2. EFFECTIVE DATE. The rules adopted in this order shall take effect on the first day
of the month following publication in the Wisconsin Administrative Register, pursuant to s.
227.22 (2) (intro.), Stats.
